-The railways of the United States have just emerged from a year of 


unprecedented difficulties. 
With a transportation plant unequal to the de- 


mands placed upon it, they made a record of which railway men are justly 
proud, and- in which forward-looking citizens generally may well feel a 
pride.

Commercial requirements' were the greatest in history. Because of a 


strike at the coal mines in NovenSber and December, 1919, at the beginning 
of 1920 the country was 45,000,000 tons short of its normal supply of coal. 
Other commodities in; great quantities also awaited shipment. A flood of 
traffic was turned upon the railways. 


.The railways' had suffered from the war. New equipment had not 


been purchased in sufficient quantities. Old equipment had not been ade- 
quately maintained. Cars had been scattered broadcast over the country. 
The building of yards and sidings and new mileage had been interrupted. 
Adequate rates had :aot been assured. Wages, material costs and taxes 
had mounted to new levels. - A switchmen's strike, tying up terminal 
freight movement; occurred in April ar, made its lingering .effects, felt 
throughout.the early summer.

against them, the railways accomplished a task that seems almost miracu- 
lous. The danger of a coal famine was averted. Necessary traffic was 
moved. A steadily increasing record of efficiency was built up, week by 
week and month by month, exceeding All previous records of railway his- 
tory. The peak of the car shortage was pass'-d early in. September. Lato 
in November a oar surplus actually existed. The supply of transporta- 
tion now exceeds the demand for the first time in five years. 


Many predict a business revival early( in 1921, an optimism that seems 


altogether justified. If the predicted business revival materializes, it will 
make a heavy demand upon the railways. We believe the railways will be 
able to move a,larger business than they moved during the record-break- 
ing past year.' New equipment will be in service and old, equipment will 
be in better condition. Railway workers are developing the old spirit of 
loyalty and efficiency, conceived upon a new foundation of public service. 
More adequate,rates have been granted. The public is taking a more in- 
telligent interest in railway affairs. \ Lessons u\ co-operation have been 
learned. 


It is well, .however, for those .who will make heavy demands upon 


traffic during the year to anticipate those demands as early as possible, 
now that the railways are.in a position to handle all traffic offered them. 
Material which.can be transported now in anticipation of later demands, 
should be transported, in order to distribute the traffic burden more evenly.

Settlements Are Arranged 


Efficient 
work for the public 


which the board has 'accomplishes 
has been the arranging of .settle- 
ments in cases where there were 
complaints to the Vnrd of unfair 
dealings on tho part of real estate 
men. The board altogether has se- 
cured about 20 settlements upci 
complaints which have been lodgec 
with the 
board and has a large 


number of cases sti'.I. pending be- 
fore it which • hive come to lighl 
within the last few weeks and upon 
which there will be inquiries before 
there is a.renewal.of the license of 
tho applicant 
In most instances 


where settlements 
have been se- 


cured the arpplicaiits were not in a 
position^ to 
secure legal relief, 


while in others 
the work of thf 


board has greatly accelerated. legaj 
actions. A' few of the instances in 
which settlements 
have been se- 


cured by the board wfli probably be 
of interest. In one case a real 
estate broker, where through trades 
:i couple had lost their homo. and 
received nothing in return but a 
Quit claim deed to. property in a 
northern county which was worth- 
less, made a settlement 
with the 


couple on the basis of the exact 
profit which the 
real estate man 


had obtained from the 
sale of an 


equity in a farm for 
which the 


property of the couple was origin- 
ally traded. In this instance the 
equity in- this farm 
had been ob- 


tained by the 
real estate broker 


from an outsider to the transaction. 
Tho outsider,. however, had deeded 
the property, which had been at one 
time owned by the real estate 
broken, for the equity and after a 
public hearing upon the transaction, 
the real estate owner agreed to 
make restitution. 


Case of Two Italians 


Another case 'was that of two 


Italians in Chicago. who- paid $200 
down as earnest money for a farm 
in northern Wisconsin and then dis- 
covered that the 
property which 


they had purchased was of little 
value. In this case the real estate 
agent, through whom1 .the deal was 
negotiated,- made a settlement with 
the Italians and they were given by 
him • a release in -fall of all claims 
arising out of the transaction, 


One Complaint a. Day 


Since it has been known that the 


•board was 
active, the complaints 


which have been filed with theooard 
amount to almost one a day. Wliile 
the board has no power except to 
deny- or revoke a license, th« stat- 
utes

complaints wfliich axe made ,to the 
board, and 
the 
settlements have 


been secured through- this clause in 
the law. The board has listed all 
the real estate brokers 
against 


whom complaints have been regis- 
tered'during the last 30 days and 
before 1921 licenses are issued .to 
these real estate dealers, as thor-, 
ough inquiry will . be made) into 
complaints, w has been made into 
the complaint? which have come in 
earlier, and until the board is abso- 
lutely satisfied that either th« real 
estate dealer is. innocent or else an 
adjustment has been inade, no li- 
censes will be issued to the broken 
having clouds utpon their title.
